German commentators explain that the Bruening 
cabinet had to resign because it was too autocratic for 
President Hindenburg. Perhaps not too autocratic for his 


tastes, or his opinion of what would be good for the 
fountry, but more so than he thought the public would 
tolerate. 

Hindenburg was trained under the old order of thing 
when it was the business of a government to issue uiuers | 


and the business of the public to obey them. He probably 
thinks the country would be better governed by ministers 
educated and trained in public affairs than by politicians 
who may happen for the moment to gain the popular 
fancy. a 

But, whatever he thinks of it, Hindenburg recognizes 
that the times have changed. and that for better or worse 
the German voters now have both the power and will to 
govern themselves. The growing strength of the Hitler 
party has not been unheeded by him, nor its significance 
of a new and resolute intention on the part of the German 
people to set their own course. 

That recognition will have to be made also by Ger- 
many’s former enemies. If Bruening could not dictate to 
Germeny, neither will foreign dictation be accepted. 
whether in respect to reparations or armaments. What 
Germany is willing to do, rather than what its neighbors 
and creditors decree, is the question.

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The Passing Show

Many of my readevs must have shared with me the 
pleasure of seeing the much-advertised all-star moving 


picture, “Grand Hotel.” 

‘To me it was a great delight, though some of the more 
romantic souls were dissatisfied that it did not end with 
wedding bells. They call it a sad ending, without regard 
to the sad fact that the sad ending of many a romance is 
marriage. 

Even Stevenson, who none can accuse of reading his 
private life into his philosophy, says “Marriage is a field 


of battle, not a bed of roses.’ 


With so many stars in the play, it is a natural self- 
query to ask which gave the greatest single performance, 
I doubt if any but the flappers will assert that John Barry- 
more as the handsome but penniless young baron carried 
off the honors. Joan Crawford was excellent as the steno- 
grapher with sex appeal and a code of morals forced on 
her by the powerful forces of economic law. Wallace 
Beery gave the finest piece of character acting I have seen 
him do (I did not see him in “The Champ”) as the German 
industrialist, ruthless in business, tender to his family, but 
not knowing anything about women as he had been mar- 
ried for twenty-eight years. Se oak 

Garbo, especially in the close-ups where one could read 
her changing mind and emotions in her eyes, gave a power- 
fully intense and spiritual portrayal of the temperamental 
dancer in the clutch of love and despair. But Lionel Barry- 
more’s acting of the part of the middle-aged bookkeeper 
who came to the hotel for a taste of gay life before he 
died, was probably the greatest piece of acting in the play, 
It interested me to see that Vicki Baum, author of the story, 
came to the same conclusion. Faced with the delicate 
question—for an author with five great stars in her play, 
each one capable of featuring an ordinary story—to say 
which pleyer in her opinion gave the greatest performance, 
she says:

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TO PRESERVE 


Emblem Which Marked 
Lines Held by “Fighting 


26th” Presented Museum 


SAINT JOHN, N.B, June 17.— 

Among the interesting ‘relics of the 
Great War that will be preserved 
in the military department in the 
New Brunswick Museum is the 
large chalk badge of the 26th Bat- 
talion. This much prized emblem 
svhich once marked the lines held 
by New Brunswick's “Fighting 
ooth,” bears a strange history. 
When the 26th Battalion Overseas 
Club presented the badge to the 
museum it was accompanied by the 
following historical sketch: 

“In the spring of 1918 at Etaples 
in the 2nd Canadian Division base 
lines the 26th Battalion was the 
only unit in the Division base 
whose lines had no mig teased 
mark, and H. L. Little and W. 
McKie), at that time sacking

°6th Battalion, decided to remedy
